Featured  in  this  Smithsonian  were  Intramural  activities,  athletics, 
and  special  events,  such  as  Career  Day  and  College  Day,  and  the  ex- 
hibitions by  NASA  and  North  Carolina  Natural  Gas.

Smith  is  now  expanding  its  physical  plant  with  additions  of  new  and  beautiful  classrooms  and 
other  buildings.  The  hammeringand  drilling  and  the  persistent  pounding  have  all  been  welcomed 
and  described  as  sounds  of  progress.
